Calgary, April 31.“I think that by 
all means Alberta and Saskatchewan 
should go’ ahead and get a.-wheat 
board’ .in operation © to handle. this 
year’s crop if possible,” was the com- 
ment of H. W. Wood, president. of 
the United Farmers of Alberta, ‘Sat- 
urday, regarding the action ‘of. the 
Manitoba government.* 

“It is ofcourse distressing that 
Manitoba has deserted the ranks of 
those who: are fighting for a wheat 
marketing system. that. would «give 
the producers at least some chance 
to get a fair value for their product,” 
he ‘added. “If any selling system 
could give the sellers less choice in 
the selling of their product or Jess 
selling power in negotiating the sale 
of their produce than, the. present 
wheat marketing system, I cannot 
conceive, what that system would be 
like.” 

Mr. Wood ‘said that the present. sys- 
tem was: a complete monopoly; ~it 
was a handling, not a selling system, 
and it gave the seller no opportunity 


whatever to negotiate sales on equal]; 


terms with the buyer. 

“The whole idea of the wheat 
board,” he'said, “is to put. the seller 
on an equal footing with the buyer.”

1—Voting must be done by means 
of the numerals 1, 2, 3, 4, and not 
by the customary “X” or “Yes” and 
“No”, 

2—It will not be necessary to vote 
for more than one question on the 
ballot, which will contain four altor- 
native proposals. “Plumping” — will 
therefore, be permissible. However, 
an elector may vote for all four ques- 
tions if he so desires, in the order of 
his preference, 

3,—“Plumping” may be done in re- 
gard to the questions B, CG, D, the 
same as for*question A, although it 
will be recognized that such action 
may not have the same result as 
might be obtained in “plumping” for 
A—that is, for prohibition,

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Thousand People Jam 
In New Soccer Stadium 


Wembley Park, Eng:, April 28.—In 
the presence of an enormous and re- 
cord breaking crowd, Bolton Wander: 
ers won the English football associa- 
tion cup tie here this afternoon from 
West Ham by a score of 2-0. No ac- 
curate account could be made of the 
exact number of people present. be- 
cause many stormed the fences round 
the park and enjoyed the game with- 
out payment, The game wag not a 
good example of a cup tie playing 
because the crowd impinged on the 
playing field several times during the 
match and cramped the outside wing. 
The goals were scored by Jack and 
J. R. Smith, of the Bolton forward 
line. 

The game was witnessed by King 
George, who presented the cup and 
medals for individual players to the 
winning team. 

With a dense throng, estimated at 
100,000, waiting outside, the gates to 
the great stadium, ‘being used for the 
first time, were opened at 11.30 this 
morning. By noon every part of the 
grounds except the covered stands 
were filled and people crowded — in 
through the turnstiles a queue of half 
a mile stretching away from the en- 
trance. By 1.380 the popular priced 
section of,the stands and the stand- 
ing ete amet jammed full, Hundreds 
then jumped the~rails into the ring- 
side seats, while thousands of others 
spread over the playing field to. avoid 
being crushed. The mounted police 
drove the people off the field. on to 
the running track surrounding the 
pit, and the gates wore ordered clos- 
ed to all but the holders of reserved 
seats.’ [t was estimated that there 
were then ‘well over 100,000 people 
presant, and the resarved sections 
had not filled up. The police were 
quite unable to handle the throngs. 
The crowd, although out of hand, was 
good natured and there wos no dell- 
berate rough stuff.

Ottawa, May 1-—There will be no 
further grant by the federal govern- 
ment to the provinces for road con- 
struction after the $20,000,000 grant- 
ed under the Canada highways act 
ig exhausted. This was made clear 
in the house of commons last evening 
by Hon. G. P, Graham, minister of 
railways and canals, when moving a 
resolution which provides for an ex- 
tension of two yearrs in the time in 
which these provinces which have not 
carned their proportion of the $20, 
000,000 may do so. 

Mr, Graham declared that the prime 
minister already had pointed out that 
federal obligations ha:l become — so 
great that it was time for the pro- 
vinces to assume the responsibility 
for those things which were strictly

Fernie, May 1—From the death cell 
jin lort Saskatchewan penitentiary, 
Mrs. Florence Lassandra yesterday 
issued through her mother in Fernie 
her version, hitherto withheld, of the 
encounter last fall in the Crowsnest 
Pass between Constable Lawson — of 
provincial police, and Emilio Pic- 
arello, pioneer merchant of Fernie, 
iwhen Lawson was shot td death, Mrs. 
Lassandra and Picarello were later 
found guilty by a jury of murder and 
both were condemned to hang. 

According to Mrs, Lassandra’s con: 
fession to her mother, Mrs. Vicenzo

NOVEMBER 5TH DATE 
SET FOR LIQUOR VOTE 


Alberta electors will decide on Mon- 
day, November 5th, what form of li- 
quor legislation shall be enacted in 
the province for the’ three years fol- 
lowing, 


Premier Greenfield and_his collea- 
gues in the cabinet decided. last 
week on the above date as the most 
advisable for the holding of ‘the refer- 
endum which was authorized aby, the 
legislature, . 


“Although it was fitst ‘thought ex- 
pedient to have the vote in: July, cab- 
4 inet opinions changed during the last |, 
two or-three days, and it was appar- | 
ently felt judicious to hold off the bal- 
loting until after harvest and thresh- 
ing in the province, - , 

‘It is understood that both the pro- 
hibition and the moderation forces 
were favorable to a prolonged oh 
paign, rather than a short and str 
uous one, as would have been inevit- 
able had the vote been taken in July, 
only a short time after farmers, usual. |! 
ly finish with their seeding. Another 
element -milituting against the July 
vote was that of the prospect of 
several months uncertainty, in the 
event of any of the three forms of 
government control being endorsed, 
between the electoral decision and the 
next regular session of the legisla- 
ture to ratify any changes in the 
law which might be necessary. The 
only way to have circumvented this 
stale of affairs would have been by 
means of a special session as soon 
after the vote as possible, an event 
which would unavoidably have con- 
flicted with harvest operations. 

There is a possibility that if any 
of the three forms of government con- 
trol of liquor are endorsed, that the 
legislature will be called together in 
December to ratify essential changes 
in legislation and enable the new Jaw 
to become effective January 1st, 1924. 
In this event the house would «ad- 
journ, after this business was conclud- 
ed, until the following February. 
However, the government has made}, 
no announcement in connection with 
this eventuality. 

It is conceded in many quarters 
that the prospect of government con- 
trol of liquor being ‘ratified by the 
electors will be much enhanced if 
the present season's crop is light. 
The advocates of government con- 
trol for the‘sake of revenue will be 
given an undeniable impetus- by an 
unfavorable harvest,

Pots used, unless new, should be 
soaked and scrubbed. Never use a 
pot that ig too large; a small plant 
growing in-a- ‘great quantity of soil 
will not remove. much water by trans- 
piration, 

For seedlings or rotted cuttings the 
pot is loosely: filled with sifted soil, 
and the plant placed in a finger hole 
made in. the centre. The soil is then 
pressed into place and well watered. 

Before re-potting, remove a quarter 
inch or so of surface soil, ‘thus dis- 
posing of’any weeds or slime, Next, 
place an: inch or so of compost in the 
bottom of a pot, put in a plant, and 
add- enough soil to fill the space. Then 
furnish a ‘slight covering of fresh sur: 
face. . The soil jievel should be from 
‘ale: an ‘inch’: uf ar inchs below. the 
édge of the pot. The hole. at the 
bottom must not: be clogged; ‘it is 
necessary to provide drainage, - Pots 
up ‘to. -four-inch need not have the 
hole shielded.- -Ahove this: size place 
an inch or so of broken pct in the 
bottom and ‘cover with spaghum or 
rough sod, to ‘keep the soil from 
washing down and filling tlie spaces. 

Through lack of food a plant some- 
times does not make good growth. So 
long as the roots have not become 
bound it need not be repotted, indeed 
this would pfter a needless check. 
Scrape away the surface soil down to 
‘the roots and replaco by a rich soil 
containing twenty-five per. cent’ of 
ground bone.

It has been decided by the Alberta | * 


cabinet that the plebiscite on. the. li- 
quor questions prepared by the legis- 
lature just before prorogation, will be 
held on Monday, November 5, This 
was considered by the cabinet the best 
time for the holding of the plebiscite 
since season’s operations on the 
farms will be practically over, and 
the yote will be close enough to the 
next session of the legislature to give 
fairly quick effect to any change in 
legislation necessitated by the result 
of the vote. The following is the 
form of ballot and questions to be 
yoted upon, as finally passed: by the 
legislature, some changes being made 
in the questions as first submitted by 
the special committee, The transfer- 
able vote will be used in, voting on 
the four questions. 


(a) Prohibition—Mcaning thereby a 
continuation and development of 
the present legislation; that . is, 


meaning the abolition of the sale of 
all liquors excepting for medicinal, 
sacramental, manufacturing and 
scientific purposes. 

(b)—Licensed Sale of Beer—Meaning 
thereby the sale of beer in licensed 
hotels and other premises as pro- 
vided in the -proposed Temperance 
Act. 

(c) Government Sale of Beer—Mean- 
ing thereby the sale of beer by or 
through government vendors for 
consumption in: private residences 
under government control and regu- 
lation, other liquors to be sold 
through doctors’ prescriptions for 
medicinal purposes. 

(d) Government Sale of All Liquors— 
Meaning thereby the sale of all li- 
quors by or through government 
vendors; beer to be consumed on li 
censed premises and in private res- 
idences; wines and spirits to ‘he 
purchased in limited quantities un- 
der permit issued by the goverament 
under government control and reg: 
ulation,

Approved Milk Hoses 
Need of Dairy Farmers 


Better and more sanitary milk hous- 
es is one of the greatest needs of 
most dairy farmers. This one item 


in the dairy industry may oiten mean ], 


the difference between success and 
failure in dairy farming. Eyen the 
possession, of three good cows justi- 
fies a farmer in owning a separator, 
and every farmer who owns a’ separ- 
ator should have a good milk _ heuse, 

If cream is to he sold it is vitally 
important that, it be quickly chilled 
to around 50 desreos as soon ag it is 
separated, anil then kept cool. Ney- 
er place cream in a refrigerator un- 
til it hag first been coole) in cold wa- 
ter, because the heat has 
extracted from the crean — fast 
enough to prevent souring... Water 
cools forty-eight times as fast as air, 
so that cream can be cooled - much 
more quickly in cold water than in 
a refrigerator... The céllar isnot ao 
cold enough place in summer td keep 
cream, nor is ita proper place from a 
te viewpoint,

The first essuntial of a giod milk 
house is a cooling tank, with — the 
proper provisions for keepin the 
water cool and for koeping the tank 
clean and sanitary, Next to that is 
that the milk house hoye an abu 
dance ‘of light aad se sunshine ‘can 


be admitted when desired, and with 


walls and: floors of such materiai that 
they can be easily washed and kept 
sanilary, 

The cooling tank is the important 
thing about the milk house and care 
should be taken to make it as conven- 
ient and efficient as possible. Its 
size will depend npon the amount of 
cream to be cooled, how Jong the 
cream is to be held, and how much 
water is available, and whether ice 
is used for cooling. The tank shou'd 
be at the north end of the milk house 
preferably, and that end should be 
as well protected from the sun as 
possible. Banking. with dirt is goad, 
and that end of the bifilding should 
be as well shaded as possible. 


The tank should be so arranged 
that the cold water from the well 
can |he forced thongh the lottora of 
the tank, with the oulet at the top,
